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INTRODUCTION. 


In tills tho seventeenth issue of Royal Aoadkmv RiCTirnKs will bo fnnnr] what is perhaps the 
truest reflection of the Exhibition at lUirlinston IIou-so tliat has hitherto been sot before the public 
ill this form, rortraituro, subject, lamlscapo, and marine as seen in the Royal Academy are fairly 
mirrored in those paj^cs. Hut what is not so truly shown is the catholicity which tho Academy 
has this year displayed in imiirocedcnted measure. 

Whether this advance is the result of tho violent assault upon the institution delivered from 
without during tho past twelve months, or whether it is duo to a more liberal spirit prevailing in 
the Council— a spirit of greater kindliness and breadth of view— need not hero be considered. The, 
fact remains that pictures are now hung upon tho walls such as have rarely before been admitted 
to the precincts of tho Acmlomy— pictures by painters who are leading exhibitors at the New English 
Art Club, and who represent the van of the saner section of the New (liiard of to-day. Sucli, for 
example, are Mr. Orpen, Mr. W. W. Russell, Mr. Jauic.s Henry, and Mr. Mark Eisber. Add to those 
the extremely " modern ” works by the now Associates, Mr. Erank Hrangwyn and Mr. Furse. and it 
will bo seen that tho Academy is actively grinding new corn, even though it grind excecxling slow. 

It is to bo regretted, however, that, as in the past, the Scol,tish school is still practically 
unrepresented. It may be argtied that tho Scots have their own Royal Academy, which under 
Sir James Guthrie seems to have united the two wings of Scottish artists, the old and tho now, and 
that there is no need that they should any longer aim at displaying their works in London. 'Hiat 
•is an error. Tho Scottish school of to-day, in no wise roprosonted by tho Scottish members in tho 
Royal Academy of London, have conquered in I’aris, Brussels, Berlin, Munich, Vion/ia ; only in the 
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Al(!t,ri)|K)Iis of tlio ]']ni}iiro do they nitiiain iniknomi to tho {'euoral piihlic: and I say that, even 
lh()ti,t,di oiir painters may not view with entire approval tlio methods of tho Seottish school, 
jnslieo to the public of the Imperial city roipiinss that the art-work of one-half of (iroat Britain 
shoidd ho made known in tho other. It cannot he denied that harshness of criticism on the one side 
and ros(aitmcnt on the other have horotoCoro prevailed, ami sown tho seed of mistrust and almost 
of tipon dissension. Tho time has surely come for conciliation and kindliness, when Academic 
hospil.alily should cordially bo cxtcudod to tho leaders of the sister institution, so that we may 
depend upon st^oiti^' and judi'in" in BuiTm;jton House the work of Sir James Guthrie and of Mcs.srs. 
Jolm Lavery, J. K (Tiristie, E. A. Wall, on. Noble, Koche, Macaulay Stevenson, raterson, A. K. Brown, 
Austen Brown, Millie Dow, Gei)r;'0 Henry, Hornel, Orawball, and tho rest. The Royal Academy 
musl, not interpret too narrowly tho maxim of the year which is ])rinted upon its catalogue—" Labour 
is the price which tho gods have set upon everyl.hing valuable.” Qualities other than obvious labour 
may win recognition, atid prove of useful suggestion. Few will say that tho Scottish S(d)ool lacks 
honest etfort, eycn though the old Academic style be out of fashion in tho North; why then must 
we wait and wonder while British painters, who.so names are household words in tho art circles of 
Europe, are names aipl nothing more to tho people of London, and, in too great a measure, to the 
])rovinces of England? 

Although this is a plea for Imporlatit change, it must not be imagined that this year's Academy 
exhibition is lacking in 'novelty. Never before has such a revolution for it is nothing less- 
been seen in these jirivilcged chambers; never have A(!a.demicians .shown ecpial generosity and 
genuimi hospitality to outsiders and to the younger men. It is, indeed, an outsiders’ exhibition, 
and, with a laudal)le rec(»gnition of the fact, to thorn has been conceded tho choice of ])o.sition upon 
tho walls. The ))rinciplo, as a matter of fac.t, has been pushed rather far. What are the finest 
portraits of the e.xhibition Mr. Sargent’s “Mrs. Wertheimer,” "Mr. Dcvill,” and the “Duchess of 
Siithtirland ;” Mr. Orchard.son’s “Sir Samuel Montagu.” and Mr. Furse’s “ Diana of the lljJands;” 
and not one of them has a “ centre,” while two of them are above the line. Tho place of honour on 
the side of the great gallery is given to Mr. David Far(|uharsou’s “Full Moon and Spring Tide;” 
it is ilankod by Mr. W ol leu's “ Waterloo” and by Mr, Draper's “Golden Fleece.” Miss Lucy 
Kemp-Wcich, the Hon. .John Gollier, Mr. .lohn Gharlton, Air. Haihcrell, Mr. Dollman, Mr. Margetson, 
Mr. liny, Mr. Goelze, oven Air, Said)er, have all been treated with simihir distinction. It is tho 
tribute of the Academy to the outsider nufircccdented in its history, not entirely duo to tho iact 
that tho imanbcrs themselves have failed in some measure to maintain (heir higher level of 
achievement. 

For that rca.son, pcrh.aps, this year's exhibition may not bo .so “popular” so far as public 
entertainment is eonc.erned. Every year men piiint and model loss for the public and more for tho 
artist, and technical perfecthui becomes tho higher aim, though, perhajts, the less amusing and less 
jtrolitable. Vet wo cannot look at the portraiture without recognising the oxtraonlinary excellence 
of (‘(irtain of the canva.scs, which proclaim themselves as mastcr)>ieces, and Avhieh will assuredly 
count in the future, in the record of tho art of the century. In land-scapc and in sea-painting, and 
again in e.ssentially modern studies of open-air effects, are examples of outstanding merit, worthy 
to be included among the achievements of the Briti.sh school. The subject pictures, taken as a Avholo, 
are not on (piito so high a plane; they rarely are in .an English exhibition. And yet skill and 
imagination proclaim thcinsMves over and oviir again. The water-colour section scarcely yields 
in inti’crest to tho exhibitions of tho special s<)cieties devoted to the aquarelle; and the sculpture, 
though less demonstrative than usual, is so fine in technical quality that it could stand the test 
of c.omparison with almost any exhibition in Europe. It is unfortunate that in existing conditions 
no opportunity is offered for the jwoper reception and exhibition of tho tnore ambitious works in 
sculpture now constantly being produced, the sight of which would awaken the unsu.sj)Octing 
public to a knowledge (>f tho present position of tl»o school, and of the nia.s8 of talent which is so 
inadequately displayed in the rooms qf tlie Academy.

SJBYIXA Fatidk'a (p. 7). Ihj Hrnrif Vcijvam, A.R.A. This group, executed in marble, was 
first exhibited some years ago in the plaster, There is no indieal.ion of tlio name of the Sibyl here 
intended; but (he incident, dramalically iniagiiicd, is clear enough. The pro[)hctic woman has 
consulted licr crystal and has foretold disasnw to her companion, who flings hcmclf, distfonsolate, 
aci'o.ss her knees. The group Inis been bought by tlie I’rcsident and ( 'ouncil of ihc lioyal Aiaidemy, 
acting as Trustees of the (lhantrey lii‘(|ue.st, and will iji due course be lodged in the Tate Gallery - 
“The National Gallery of Hriti,sh Art,” 

“Mas. Ki:Ni),\r,, Miss Ku.kx Tkimiv, and Mk. Tkkk in ‘Tiik Mkiiky Wivics ok Windsou’” 
( l> P). Jill ihr Han. .Julm ('i)lHcr. The picture is an interesting record of the rianarkable ]H;rform- 
ani'c produced at Mis M!ije.sty’s Theatre, London, on .lanuary I7tli, ItHKl, with Mr. l.ionel Jlrough also 
in the cast. The artist^ has clearly been inspired by Sir Joshua Keynolds’s “Garrick between CVanedy 
and Tragedy;” and it is to bo hoped that the picture may one day take its place in tlie wonderful 
e.olleetion of tlasitrical ))ortraIts of thi* Garrick Club. 

Youth ( p. 14). lip Jiritoii Hirirtr,, liA. Jn .spite of the Chaucerian couplet which describes 
the niotivi' of this canvas, tin' ]»icturc is, in fact, a companion to that, painted a few years since, of the 
Christian Knight who, thiidving naught of plcasun^, desiicnds into the cave — “ In maims tuas, Itomine.” 

Isviuci.l.A ANn'iiiK Pot ok JIasid ( p. 2o). Jfi/ A. T. Noivill. It is hardly necessary to remind the 
reader of the subject of this picture, which Keatfji borrowed from Boccaccio — how t.hc brothers o( 
Isabella murdered her lover, how, marvellously led, slic found where they had buried him and dug up 
his head and brought, it home and planted it in her jiot of basil, and liow the jdunt ]>rospcred until 
the brothers, c.xasperatod at Lsabella’s tears over pot and flower, destroyed them, and she fadeil 
and dieil. 

Ills Giiack the AiicfiiiisHoe ok Cantehiu'UY ('p.>\7). Bij A. S. (Jopr, A.U.A. The Archbishop 
is here rejiresented in his robes of the Prelate of the Garter. 

SllAK E out vouu Keeks, &(.'.( p. 4«S). By IF. L. Wylllc, A ll A. It should be explained that 
this pic.t.ure does not figure in the Exhibition. It was .sent in by the artist, but in conse(|uenco of the 
unconvontioiiid inclusion of two pictures in one frame the Council pointed out the irregularity, and 
ro()U('st.ed the artist t,o withdraw it. This the artist did, but too late to jiermit of the illustration being 
withdrawn also from thc.se page,s. 

Vox PoiM'M {p. .50). By E. Bbiir Ldyhloi). Tlie incident here represented is suggested by 
the adventures of Margaret of Anjou, the wife of Henry VI. She is supposed to be showing t.he 
little I’rinco of Wales to tlie assembled populace in tlii' hope of gaining fnish adherents to the 
Lancast.riaii cau.so. Such is the subji'ct, but the artist makes no pnstence, of course, of representing 
the ai'tual .scene in all its historical details. 

Khom .SouTtiEiiN Seas and the Si’ANIaud's YVike (/». .54). By Edydr Biniily. The artist 
disclaims any intention of illustrating any particular event., historical *or literary; but readiTS of 
“ Westward Ho ! ” will find it diflicult not to associate the ])ic.ture with the striking scone in l.hat, book, 
wherein a sailor returned displays to the a.'-.sembliHl company the marks of his captors’ yoke upon 
his body. 

Fi.ATKoiti): Scene ok Constaiile's rioTuiiE," The Hay Wain,” as at the Phe.sent Time (p. .5!)), 
J>y Dtivid Murray, A.H.A. In actual compo.sition this picture resembles less (kmstablo’s“Hay Wain” 
than “ A Mill Stream ” in South Kensington Museum, in which appears the very boat introduced in 
this picture— a craft which to this day is drawn up on the bank. 

“ ItEsi’isED AND UE.iEinED OK Men ” (p. (Jo). By tSiijinmund Goehr. This very simple allegory 
is too transparent to need any words of cxplanatioa 'J'he missionary and hospital nunso are the only 
ones of the crowd who are moved by the religious idea, and charity itself is dead. 

Elaine (^ 1 . 07). By Enmt Nomanid. The mythic Lady of King Arthur’s Court— the “ lily 
yiaid of Astolat ’’—dies of love for Lancelot— 

** I lovod you, and my love had no rotuin, 

And therefore my true lovo hath been my death/*

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Dy her dceiro her body was lain upon a bod and the bed placed on a barge, with a dumb retainer 
to steer it down to King Arthur's palace. And the King directed that the body should be burned and 
the sad tale of her death engraved upon her grave, 

Pluto’s Meh.skngeh (p. 69). JJy 0. A. Storey, A.R.A. Proserpine, the daughter of Jupiter and 
Ceres, was carried off’ by Pluto to the nether world ns she was gathering flowers in the fields of Ennn. 
She became the wife of Pluto, and queen of the infernal regions, but was allowed to return each year 
to earth to see her mother. The allegory of the blossoming and decay of flowers is clear enough in 
this, one of the prettiest of classic myths. 

Isabella and the Pot of Basil (p. 85). By 11. C. Frhr, (See ante.) 

Death and the Woodcu'i'teu (p. 8(>). By W. Loymtml. The fable is best known from the 
version of Lafontaine ; how the poor woodcutter cries in despair to Death to come and relca.so him, 
and how, when in response to his appeal Death docs appear and asks him what he wants, the wood- 
cutter replies that ho merely wished him to help replace the faggot on his shoulders that ho uiight 
trudge on ngaia 

The .SiuRfr of Bkitish Mauitime Commerce (p. 87), By F, Lynn Jenkins. This work, 
executed for the great newel-po,st of the staircase in Lloyd’s Registry in Fonchurch Street, London, is 
in bronze, silver, and maffblo, Avith shell decoration in the wings. 

Defartitre (w La>’casteb for the Ea.st Indies (p. 97). By F. Bmngwyn, A.li.A. The 
FiOglish East India Cotiipany war by Queen Elizabeth on December 31st, 1600, and the struggles 
which ensued with the Jliitch, mainly over the spiqe triale, forms a bloody chafHcr in our Asiatic 
commercial history. The Dutch, in spile of treaties, maintained for the most part the spice trade, 
and left to French and English commerce mainly manufactured articles and raw stuffs. Sir 
Janies Lancaster was one of the naval leadens who succeeded in forcing forward British trade ; ho 
effected n commercial treaty with the King of Achen in IfiOO, and gave such information relative 
to a North-West Passage as brought about the discovery by Baffin and others. 

Physical Eneiicy (p. 98). By G. F. Watts, ().M., B.A. This statue, which is designed to illus- 
trate the physical, as distinct from the intellectual activity of the nation, typifies that restless 
energy which has built up the Empire. It is fitting,. then, that this great group should bo selected 
to mark the grave of (!ecil Rhodes in the Matoppo Hills. 

AsTBRik (p. 99). By Sir E, J. Poynter, A .—Horace is nowhere more dainty and 
charming than in the ode ‘‘Ad Astorieu,” in Avhich he bids her: — 

“ Shut tho fond door at evening's first slmdo, 

Nur look down tho atreot at tho soft serenade [Dr, FraneW tramJatiun). 

In the linos quoted by the artist tho poet, it will be seen, warns Astcrife against doing the very 
thing wo see her calmly enjoying in tho picture. 

(.jEoroe II Kvightino Trooper Buow.v at Dettingen (p. 111). By J. F. Beadle.— 
Dettingen, fought on the 27th of Juno, 1743, was the lost battle in which a king of England 
fought in person. Tho French lost 6,000 men ; tho English alxnit 3,000. Tho following passage 
is given in the catalogue : “ George II knighting Trooper Brown of tho 8rd Dragoons on tho battlefield 
of Dettingen for tho following gallant action. With bridle-hand disabled by the loss of two fingers, 
having been carried by his runaway horse through tho French linos, ho there recaptured the standard 
of his regiment, and fought his way bock single-handed.” 

St. Francis of Assist and the Heavenly Melody (p. 162). By Frank G. Cowper.— Tho 
great advance in the knowledge of the life of Bt Francis and of the Franciscans has drawn 
many artists as well as scholars to this fascinating subject. Among the recent discoveries of 
documents is tho original basis of the Fioretti di 8an Francesco, on which Mr. Oowpor depends 
for the legend of the vision which appeared to the holy mati. He introduces also the doves 
which Avere rescued from tho snarer, a youth who was also converted by tho saint, and became 
a friar “and led a holy life from that day forth," 

St. Elizabeth of Hungary (p. 172). By Henry E. Crocket.— Thk subject, which so often 
recurs on tho walls of the Academy^ ji|> of singulRr fascination. The artist hAl taken tho version 
of Mrs. Jameson: “After the death of her Khsband the widow and her children wore banished 
from tho Wartburg. It was winter-tmi)|^lloiiid the snow lay on the ground ... she carried her 
now-bom balie in her arms. . . ^ she wandered about with her ohUdr^ till she found a refuge 
in a poor inn."
